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PREFACE 


“ This book Id neither a catalogue of libraries anti record offices, nor is it a 
of transcripts from the English and Indian archives. The object of 
the undertaking is twofold: in the first place, it aims at supplying a critical 
analysis of essential data for the study of seventeenth century British India; 
in the second place, it aims at bringing within one purview all the materials 
lying scattered in various record offices in England. t 

I slatted my enquiries into the history of the East India trade in the 
seventeenth century about ten years ago, and after sin years of work in the 
Public Record Office, the India Office Library and Record Deportment, the 
British Museum and other English libraries, collected a voluminous amount of 
ma terial. * 

I gav’fi mi account o£ the rich and varied data prtscrvetl in some oi the 
leading British archives in a series of lectures delivered in the University of 
London, ting’s College, in 1920. It took me about three years to sort, 
rearrange, classify, and make substantial additions to the material collected, and 
now, after eight years of uninterrupted work, I present the results of my 
researches to the public. 

The book has involved an amount of time and anxiety that on be felt 
only by those who have gone through the same ordeal. The deciphering of 
a single manuscript has sometimes cost me several weeks, and I was more 
than once tempted to give up the project in despair. It would have been a 
comparatively easy task to have copied the contents of the catalogues of 
various record offices and libraries mentioned in the book; but, as explained 
above, that was not tbe object of my enquiry. Every important document 
has been subjected to a dose and carefnl scrutiny, and references have been 
given to printed works that throw further light on the matter. 

The worS is chiefly occupied with the manuscript materials for the study o v 
seventeenth century British India, and deals mainly with the records preserve! 
in the British archives. I have, however, appended a section on the records 
in India. This portion is, I fear, incomplete; but owing to the supply of 
abundant information on the contents of record offices in India, I have not 
deemed it necessary to mention all the documents on the subject that are 
preserved here. 

I am a firm believer In what has been called the 'Archive Method'. I 
believe that before a person takes up his pen to write history, he should 
subject his data to the severe test of scientific analysis. I am convinced that 
the data must be carefully sifted and their contents subjected to a searching 
critical analysis. The historical method that has been so successfully developed 
in Paris, ant! in London, must, I am convinced, be followed in India if w* are 
to free our works on history from the narrow, communal, religious and racial 


Tjias. I haw been trying to inculcate this ideal among my own students in the 
University of Allahabad, and the work done by students of this Department 
has won recognition at the hands of scholars of world-wide reputation. The 
maxim of the Allahabad School may be summed up thus: ' Do not write a 

line of history until you haw mastered all the material on*the subject and freed 
your mind from nil prejudices, be they prejudices of theory ^r prejudices of 
race or religion,’ This is the ideal at which we aim, and which we will strive 
to carry out with all our energy. 

It is a pleasure to render my hearty thanks to the numerons friends who 
have helped me in various ways. My thanks are esjjedaily due to Professor 
F. J. C. Heamshaw of King's College. University of Loudon, whose kindness 
mkl courtesy are no less remarkable than his ripe scholarship, and varied 
experience: to Sir William FoEter, Registrar and Superintendent of Records, 
India Office, who is the greatest living authority on the records preserved in 
the India Office ; # to the officers in charge of records at Bombay, Calcutta and 
Madras, for providing facilities for consultation of records in their archives; 
to Miss L, M. Anstey for her active interest and constant help ; and to Mr. 
Gurty Venkat Rao, M,A„ LL.B., sometime Research Scholar^ History ^ 
Department, for correcting the proofs. Lastly, 1 must Lhank the Oxford 
Uniwrsity Press and the printers for their help in the printing and publication , 
of this book. It was exceedingly difficult to get a work of this kind produced 
in India.

BROADLY 1 speaking, whilst the Records of the inner admini¬ 
stration of the East Ijidia Company are to be found at the 
India Office, the records of its relations with the State, its influence 
on the foreign policy of the Home Government and the ^con¬ 
sequent intricate treaty negotiations with different powers (the 
■ Dutch in particular) must be sought at the Public Record Office, 

There, too, the traces of the rival companies and traders ma#' be 
met with. It may be noted that the Public Record Office, 
until William Noel Sainsbury utilized its materials for*his 
Calendar of State Papers, East Ituiies, was strangely neglected by 
students of Indian histoiy. Since then its resources have been 
tapped ^»y Sir George Bird wood. Sir William Foster, and many 
others, 

» The new classification of Records at the Public Record 
Office is as far as possible a geographical one; but a large pro¬ 
portion of the earlier documents do not admit of such a division. 

Save for the important Colonial Series — East I tidies (now 
C.O. 77) we must not hope to find the documents or references 
relating to the East Indies as a separate section. The enquirer 
may even be met by a well-meant remark that there is little relat¬ 
ing to India at the Public Record Office, 

Moreover, the long and bitter rivalry between the English 
and Dutch East India Companies, their temporary co-operation, 
and the immense importance attached by both to the spice trade 
in the Moluccas; also the fact that for a time the headquarters of » 
the English Company as well as of the Dutch were in Java (at 
Bantam and Batavia)—all these factors make it undesirable, if not 
well nigh impossible, to separate the early documents relating to 
the Moluccas and Java in particular, from those more strictly 
concerning the English Factories on the continent of India. 

* Throughout the negotiations and treaty preliminaries be¬ 
tween England and Holland after the restoration of Charles II, 
Pulo-run is one of the cardinal points insisted upon on behalf of 
the East India Company. 

* In 1662, Lord Treasurer Southampton reported to the King 
(on Sir Nicholas Crispe’s petition concerning the importance of 
and duties on spices) that the Dutch had the sole trade for many 
years. * The English cannot import them from Holland because 
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they Import them not from the place of their growth; the East 
* India Company themselves having no capacity to do it until they 
, be restored to Poleroon, or gain some of the Spice Islands. 1 

To deal profitably with the history of British* India, the con¬ 
nection with Europe carmot be ignored. From the beginning of 
the sixteenth century, the economic and commercial history of the 
chief European nations and their naval and colonial history are 
practically inseparable. 

The relations of the East India Company with the Portu¬ 
guese, the French, the Dutch, the Dan£s, and other European 
rivals in the Eastern trade are reflected not only in the records 
of the Company itself, but in those of the States, and in the 
foreign relations of the latter, and the inter-relation of all these, 
countries. Whilst, in the sixteenth and early seventeenth 
cenftiries, Portugal is the great colonising power, in the middle 
of the century the history of the Dutch colonies, and especially of 
the*Dutch East India Company, is of extreme importance. In 
1664, In his Memorial to the States-General, Sir George Down¬ 
ing, the English envoy, could state that the whole of trte com¬ 
plaints against Holland were, in a manner, complaints against^the 
East and West India Companies of that country. * r 

Hence the documents concerning the various developments 
ami relations must be sought In the great store-house of State 
Records, not only under the sections dealing exclusively with the 
colonial correspondence of the East Indies (now C.O, 77), but in 
the general series of Domestic State Papers and in the State- 
Papers — Foreign, relating to each country concerned. 

The State Administration in England was not divided into 
definite Departments until the end of the period with which ’ we 
are dealing. Until 1782, Home affairs were administered by two 
Secretaries of State, Northern and Southern, but, whilst Jn the 
eighteenth century it was the Southern Secretary who had 
charge of the Colonies, in the seventeenth century the distinction 
was by no means so clear. The separation even between. 
Domestic and Foreign departments was not absolute. The 
classification, of State Papers as Domestic or Foreign was made 
in the reign of James I, There is no definite class of State 
Papers: Colonial, although from 169? the Colonial Records take 
the place of such. 

The data for the early history of the East Indies must there¬ 
fore be searched for at the Public Record Office in the compre¬ 
hensive General series in which they are included, not only as 
separate volumes in a class, single documents in bound volumes, 
or ljose papers in partly classified bundles, but as individual 
entries in books or component parts of General Correspondence. 
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As in the State Papers : Foreign, the despatches of the English * 
ambassadors and agents abroad are of great importance, so in the * 

State Papers: Domestic, the correspondence of Secretaries of State 
must be consulted. To Sir Joseph Williamson, Keeper of State 
Papers, and later Secretary of State, we owe the collection and 
preservation of the great wealth of documents for the reign of 
Charles II. To him are due also several systematic collections 
arranged under subjects containing selected copies of documents 
in chronological order for the elucidation of particular questions. 

These may be consulted with great advantage, even though the 
originals of some of the papers may be found scattered elsewhere 
(e.g. State Papers: Foreign: Archives, No. 219). * 

A list of Secretaries of State will be found printed in P.R.O. 

Lists arid Indexes , No. XL I If, pp. v-viii, and one in Haydon's Book 
of Dignities. This and similar lists of ambassadors and officials 
at home and abroad are especially useful in tracing the continuity 
of a subject* Their correspondence is often indexed uflder 
names alone. 

The official Guide to the Paricms Classes of Documents 
preserved in the Public Record Office, by Mr. Scargill-Bird 
contains no detailed description of the documents specially relating 

fb the East Indies, __ . . 

The Search Rooms of the Public Record Office contam.m 
addition to the printed 'Calendars' of abstracts of various senes 
a large number of lists and inventories, both printed and 
manuscript. In IS92 appeared the first of an official senes of 
Lists and Indexes, which, in conjunction with the Calendars, will, 

‘in course of time, forma catalogue of the National Archives' 

(cf/ 51 st Report of the Deputy-Keeper of the Records, p. 10). A 
'List of Lists' compiled in 1906 was placed in the Literary 
Search Room, but, since the date of the Royal Commission on . 
Public Records in 1911, the lists there available have been . ^ 

considerably supplemented and completely rearranged. ■ 

The successive rearrangements and re-classifications of the 
archives, due in many cases to the incorporation of new material 
or to the correction of misdescriptions, and the consequent 
alteration of references, have, however, made necessary the use of 
* Kevs A note communicated to the Royal Commission m 
1912 bv the Deputy-Keeper of Public Records as to the references 
which have been altered in Official Calendars, Lists, or Indexes, 
includes, amongst others, the following 1 Calendars in which some 
par.t of the references no longer holds good'.

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It also states that,‘apart from the local records or State 
Papers which have been calendared, many volumes, rolls or 
bundles have been used and cited in various works, and the , 
references to these documents are now, in manypeases, obsolete,' 

As regards the Colonial Office Records, the old printed lists 
have been re-arranged and catalogued in Lists and Indexes, No* 
XXXVI. 

The present notes are necessarily based chiefly upon the 
Official Lists, Calendars and Reports, and printed authorities, 
but have been supplemented by direct ‘examination of selected 
original documents. 

Colonial Office Records 

The principal series of documents at the Public Record 
Offifce relating to British India will be found in the Colonial 
Office Records — East Indies, now C.O* 77. 

No. 36 of the Public Record Office Lists and Indexes , pub¬ 
lished in 1611, supersedes the List of Colonial Office Records 
printed in 1896, 

The documents now therein listed, though generally known 
as Colonial Office Records, also comprise such of those derived 
from the Board of Trade, relating to the early committees and 
councils in charge of trade and plantation affairs, as have not 
been dispersed or lost. 

When it was decided to issue the Colonial’ Calendars, the 
books and papers, letters, loose memoranda, etc., were sorted and 
rebound in chronological order, many volumes of manuscripts 
already bound being broken up for the purpose, (This last 
method was subsequently adandoned.) 

The papers described as Colonial Correspondence —now 
Original Correspondence — Secretary of State , were those which 
accumulated in the offices of the Secretaries of State who admin¬ 
istered the Colonies. These papers ultimately reached the 
Colonial Office, and thence the Record Office. In addition there 
was a collection of office books from various sources, classed as 
Entry-Books, amongst them those containing papers earlier than 
the year 1688, which had escaped being broken up. The whole 
of the records were rearranged, and as far as possible classified 
geographically, for the compilation of the new' list. No. 36, except 
in the case of papers already calendared by Mr. Noel Sainsbury. 
The earlier references therefore became obsolete. To obtain the 
new reference when only the former is known, the List itself 
should be consulted ; but a Key based thereon, giving new and 
old 'references for the main East Indies Class (C.O. 77), is 
apf>ended. A Key to the Colonial Entry-Books is now printed, with

an account of their history, in C, S. S. Higham’s ‘ The Colonial * - 
Entry-Books—a Brief Guide to the Colonial Records in ike Public 
Record Office before 1696\ 

A brief abstract of every document of the East Indies 
original correspondence, down to the year 1634, is contained in 
the Calendar of State Papers—Colonial Series — Indies, China and 
Japan [and Persia], edited by W, Noel Sainsbury. This series is 
continued in date from 1635, in the unofficial Calendar of the 
Cottrt Minutes, etc., of Ute East India Company, edited by Miss 
E. B, Sainsbury, with Introductions and Notes by Sir William 
Foster, C.3.E., which has now reached the year 1667, The latter 
include documents in the Public Record Office, besides thos'h in 
the India Office, British Museum, etc., and in the sixth volume 
a large proportion of the papers is contributed by the Pyblic 
Record Office. Letters Received by the East India Company front 
Its Servants in the East, begun in 1S96 by Mr. Danvers, ns a 
verbatim edition of the early correspondence from 1602-15, was 
continued by Sir W. Foster to the year 1617. Another official 
series of the India Office, edited by Sir W. Foster, was begun in 
1902, The English Factories in India. It also includes Record 
Office documents as well as * all those either emanating from or 
directly relating to the English factories in India, which coy Id 
be found either in the Archives of the India Office, or in the 
MSS. Department of the British Museum*. This series begins 
with the year 1 6 18 and the volume last published relates to the 
year 1664. 

The papers calendared by Mr. Sainsbury comprise not only 
tho r se in the Public Record Office, but also many in the British 
Museum and the India Office, relating to the early voyages for 
the discovery of a north-east or a north-west passage to India, 
the establishment of the East India Company, the settling of the 
different factories in the peninsula of India and the most important 
islands of the Indian Ocean, Sumatra, Java, Borneo and Celebes, 
the development of English trade and influence in Malacca, Cam¬ 
bodia, and Siam, and the opening up of trade with Persia, China, 
and Japan. The difficulties with the Spaniards and Portuguese 
appear in the first volume, and the violent opposition of the Dutch 
Occupies a prominent position. The abstracts embrace those 
derived from documents in the Colonial Series, the Domestic 
Series of Records, and extracts from the Holland Correspondence 
and that of Spain, Portugal, and France, Where a document 
relating to the East Indies is calendared in both Mr, Salisbury's 
Colonial Series and the Calendar of Domestic Papers, the abstract 
is generally more full in his Colonial Series. Where periods over¬ 
lap, the Series edited by Sir W. Foster, which include numerous 
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# 11 documents previously unknown to students, are generally to be 
prefer red, but not always for individual purposes. Comparatively 
* few of the Foreign documents at the Public Record Office are 
embodied, and the more limited scope of Jthe Bnglish Factory 
Series necessarily excludes the continuous and detailed record of 
the contentions with the Dutch, 

Documents relating to the East Indies will also be found in 
the other Series of Official Calendars interspersed among those 
dealing with other subjects. *

Colonial Entry-Books 

C.O. H has been referred to as an Entry-Book, and as deal¬ 
ing exclusively with affairs relating to the East Indies. It has 
under the new topographical arrangement been assigned to jlass 
C-O. 77 ; but other so-called Colonial Entry-Books will be found 
to contain, amongst other matters, documents relating to the Indies. 
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** A large number of the Entry-Books formed part of the col¬ 
lection belonging to the Lords of Trade, This was passed on by 
them to the Board of Trade which succeeded them in 1895, ' 
Arbitrarily divided in former arrangements of* records at the 
Public Record Office between the Colonial and the Board of 
Trade sections, the collection no longer exists as a series. 

Most of the books of the different Councils and Committees 
for Foreign Plantations and Trade before 1670 have been lost, 
some having at one time been in private hands ; the few remain¬ 
ing are derived from many different sources, 

A Standing Committee of the Privy' Council to deal with 
Plantation affairs was appointed in 1660, and in the same year, 
and co-existent, a Council of Plantations, and a Council of T rade

In 1670 the Council for Foreign Plantations was established. 
The King's Intructions to the Commissioners (July, 1670) will be 
found in CO. ***. In 1672, the King extended the powers 
and membership of the Council, instructing the Attorney-General 
to prepare a Bill under the Great Seal, appointing a 4 Standing 
Council ... for all the affairs concerning the Navigation, Com¬ 
merce or Trade as well Domestique as Forreigne 1 . . . and far 
all . Foreign Colonies and Plantations, excepting Tangier (see 
C.t). ^P). In 1675 complete control over Plantation affairs 
was restored to a Standing Committee of the Privy Council com¬ 
missioned as Lords of the Committee for Trade and Plantations, 
but generally known as 1 Lords of Trade Sir Robert Southwell 
was the first Secretary. The Journal and Entries of their 
dealings with the East India Company are contained in C.O.Til 
(q.v. ante). 

In 1696 the Board of Trade was established, ana a large 
number of the records of the Lords of Trade werejnanded over to 
it by John Povey on their behalf. The list of these draw n up by 
William Popple, and a brief history of the Entry-Books, will be 
found in Mr. Higham’s Colonial Entry-Books, the history of the 
various controlling bodies, in C. M. Andrews' British Committees, 
Commissions and Councils of Trade and Plantations, 1622-75 
(Johns Hopkins Press, Baltimore, 1905). 

Among the Colonial Entry-Books , still extant, to be found* 
amongst the Colonial Records, the following may be instanced in 
addition to C.O. H;

State Papers: Domestic 

The Calendar of State Papers—East Indies, etc., containing 
documents culled from various classes and sources, ends with the 
year 1634. % 

The State Papers—Domestic contain the records of the Home 
Administration, and scattered amongst them are many relating 
to *hc East India Company. The Public Record office Lists and 
Indexes, No. XLIII (1914),forms the ‘ List of volumes of State 
Pagers relating to Great Britain and Ireland, including the 
Records of the Home Office, 1782-1837, preserved in the Public 
Retard Office and supersedes List No. Ill, published in 18941 
The new list now includes the series of Letters and Papers, 
Foreign and Domestic, of the reign of Henry VI11, also the 
Records of the Home Office and the Signet Office, to the year 
1837, inclusive. In the new arrangement of papers, the designa¬ 
tion of many described previously as Home Office Papers hqs 
been corrected, although this has entailed the ‘scrapping’ of 
printed references in the Calendars of 5.P. Dom. for the reign of 
William and Mary. 

In addition to the Records of each reign, loose papers, 
letters and drafts, grouped under the name of the sovereign, 
there are large classes arranged under subjects or according to 
the nature of the Records, such as Docquets, Naval, etc., and 
Various. T he large and important series of Entry-Books comprises 
several groups. The large * Unclassified ’ group begins in Vol. I 
(1661-62) with the letters, both Domestic and Foreign, of Secretary 
Sir E. Nicholas, whose letters are also contained fn No. 10. 

The same ‘ Unclassified ’ group contains King’s Letters, 
and also Petitions. No. 39 (1672-73) contains Secretary’s Letters, 
and documents relating to the War with Holland. A large 
number relate to warrants and passes. 

The Criminal Entry-Books (Correspondence and Warrants) 
contain no records within the period with which we deal. The 
same may lie noted of the Treasury Accounts. 

The Domestic Entry-Books {Secretaries’ Letter Books) now 
form from 1685 to 1782 a consecutive series embodying the two 
concurrent series of Letter Books which belonged to the two 
Secretaries of State who, up to the latter date, administered Home 
Atfiitrs. From 1661 to 1685 their Letter Books will be found 
nUhe Unclassified Series, Nos. 1,10,17, 39,43,56,62,64, 68. 
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Kings Letters were classed as a special series only after^, 
1688, Early Royal letters must be sought in the General 
‘ Series- Soon after the Restoration we find Entry-Books of 
. King's Letters (dhe 1 Secret') though not in unbroken sequence. 
State Papers, Domestic- — Entry-Books, Nos, 3, 10, 24, 31, 42 
(Unclassified) contain Royal letters for the period 1661-79, and 
Nos. 162 and 163 the Letter Book for the years 1676-89,

Navy Board papers after 1673 have been placed amongst 
the Admiralty Records. 

The printed Calendars of State Papers, Domestic Series, are 
nearly complete from the reign of Edward VI (1547) to 1703. 
The year 1688, that of the Revolution, was originally intended 
to be the limit to the work. The still uncalendared intervals 
comprise the years from 1683 to 1689 and 1697 (William III) to 
1702. The word 1 Domestic’ was chosen to designate the 
papers in the State Paper Office forming the correspondence of 
Homa Affairsthe word * Calendar 1 was intended to express 
their chronological arrangement. The methods followed, . 
however, are not uniform throughout. The principle adopted 
in the earlier volumes was 'that of indicating rather than 
describing the contents of the papers', so that abstracts are 
short and often incomplete. In the preparation of the volume 
for 1591-94 of Queen Elizabeth’s reign, it had already been found 
advisable to give more full descriptions. 

For the reign of Charles I, the mass of papers was very 
considerable, including, as it did, many of a private character. 

In the first volume for this reign, the references to the East 
Indies (already frequent from the last years of Elizabeth) become 
fairly numerous. 

The Papers of the Interregnum required special treatment. 
The first volume of Calendars of the regular series for dus 
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period deals principally with the records of the Council of State- 
""although the portions of the Order Hooks relating to colonial 
affairs have been omitted, we find references to a special ■ 
* Committee on the East India business^. and in it and the . 
subsequent volumes the East India Company, its trade, its ships, 
the purchase from it of saltpetre for the manufacture of 
gunpowder, a proposed loan, etc., are mentioned. 

The Papers relating to the reign of Charles II (now 
calendared on the more extended plan) wq^e immensely increased 
in bulk by the incorporation, with the Domestic Series, of whole 
series of documents either recently transferred to the State Paper 
Office, or rearranged. These classes included undated Papers, 
Petitions, Legal, Parliamentary and other Miscellanea, Board of 
Tr$de papers, Papers relating to the Navy, Papers transferred 
from the Foreign Series, etc. A very large number of entries 
frou? bound volumes, selected as 1 Domestic were embodied and 
placed in their chronological positions (amongst them many from 
the Papers of the Levant Company), 

With the volume for the year 1671, it was decided to 
calendar the whole contents of the Entry-Books, thus including 
also those entries which relate to Foreign and Colonial affair^. 
Mention is made not only of the East India Company, but 
of‘the Dutch and French East India Companies and their 
ships. 

From June 1673, Navy Board papers, previously classed 
as Domestic papers, were restored to the Admiralty records. 

The Calendars and Lists and Indexes should themselves be 
consulted, not only for further details,but for the exact references j 
to particular volumes. The following notes serve as suggestions! 
only: 

State Papers : Domestic—Interregnum * 

The history' of the Colonies during this period still requires 
investigation. No copy of Cromwell’s charter to the East 
India Company is known to exist. It was probably deliberately 
destroyed, thus sharing the fate of the original Parliamentary 
records of the Interregnum. Of the Acts and Ordinances from 
1649-60, the Record Office possesses only printed or manuscript 
copies. The MSS. Index of State Papers , Miscellaneous, id 
the Search Room, contains much additional matter. S.P. Dotn ,, 
Supplementary, 101, 103 refer to prizes in the Admiralty 
Court, etc.

Treaty Papers and Treaties form two important classes, supple¬ 
mented by the Archives of B ritish Legations abroad. T reaty 
correspondence with Secretaries of State is comprised in 
the General series, not in these classes. 

The State Papers : Foreign relating to Portugal, Spain, France 
and Holland all need to be consulted for various periods. 

Nor should it be forgotten that Denmark had her share in 
earn colonization, and that Bergen in Norway was one of 
the havens of refuge of the E.I, Co.'s ships. 

State Papers: Foreign—France 
The history of early French expeditions to the Indie* is 
authoritatively traced in Charles de la Ronciere’s Histoire de la 
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* Marine fran^aise. Volume IV discusses the colonial programme 
Henri I V and the attempts to carry it out, down to the year 
„ 1622. References are given to the Calendars of State Papers, , 

Colonial and Domestic, for the periods treated, fcut the original 
documents of the Public Record Office do* not appear to have * - 
been examined. No work ol equal authority for the early French 
attempts in Eastern colonization exists in English. 

Colbert’s colonial policy, the foundation of the French East 
India Company in 1664, and the first settlement in Pondicherry, 
are dealt with in Vol. V. The authorities quoted therein are 
almost exclusively French and foreign ; but the records of the 
Public Record office also contain evidence of Louis XIV’s 
determination to have a share in the East Indian Trade. 

The Public Record Office possesses a series of copies (senf 
to ^England by Chau ran) of the letters which Abraham van 
\Vicque|prt wrote from Holland to Paris, 1661-62, Lous XIV « 
actefl as Mediator between England and Holland in the treaty 
negotiations of 1665-66, and considerable light ts thrown on 
English-Dutch relations by the letters of Van Beuningcn, the f 
Dutch envoy in Paris. 

The records from 1688 to 1697 show traces of the difficulties 
encountered by Indian trade through war with France. 

• State Papers: Foreign—Holland 

Thesearc of supreme interest for this period, and the material 
is very extensive. The despatches of the English envoys at The 
Hague are of great importance, in particular those of Sir George 
Downing, appointed Resident at The Hague by Cromwell, re¬ 
appointed at the Restoration, and after the Dutch war sent again 
as ambassador from 1671 to 1672. 

His correspondence is, unfortunately, scattered, his letters 
* to Clarendon and Secretary Nicholas being chiefly in the Bodleian 
% , and British Museum Libraries. A few of his letfers to Nicholas 

for the year 1662 are to be found at the Public Record Office; those 
to Arlington from 1663-66 are nearly complete in the S.P. Foreign: 
Holland Correspondence. Verbatim extracts are printed in Dr, 
Nicolaas Japikse’s De Verwtkkelingen tussohen de Kupublick en 
Engeland von 1660-65 (Leiden, Thesis, 1900), which deals with 
differences between the Dutch and English from 1660-65, leading 
up to the second Dutch war. 

For the years 1661-65 the Public Record office also contains 
a long series of letter-reports from Holland to the English 
Government from their Dutch correspondent, Van Ruiven, under 
the nom de plume of Bacquoy.

The Proceedings of the Privy Council and the Orders in 
Council are recorded, though not always completely, in the 
Registers which contain the Proceedings before the Sovereign in 
Council, from the year 1598, and also those before Committees of 
the Council, ,The volumes from 1604 to May 1613 were des¬ 
troyed by fire in 1618.

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SOME SERIES OF SEVENTEENTH CENTURY RECORDS 
AT THE INDIA OFFICE 


The India Office, as recently pointed cut by Sir William Foster, 1 CJ.E»* 
now official Historiographer, contains tbe second largest accumulation of 
historical documents in the United Kingdom—a fact little known — and the 
range of subjects and countries to which they relate Ls but little recognise*;]. 
The fact that the Calendars of Stair Papers r Colonial —East Indies, of Mr* 
W, Noel Sainsbury, to the year 1634 (including every document of the 
Original Carres foandcncc Serifs to that year) were issued by the Pubht 
Record Office, and that many of the original MSS. calendared are to be found 
there, coupled with the general rule of centralization of Public Records in that ^ 
storehouse of the National Archives, may have helped to mislead many* 
students. Although the history of the Dutch in the East is so closely related 
with that of the struggle with England for supremacy in the trade of the East 
Indies, so distinguished an authority as Professor Blok, in his Preliminary 
Suri'f y of Archives in England rotating to the History of the IVetAcr lands, 
does not mention the India Office Collections. The omission may have been 
a deliberate one h the examination of the India Office Records being reserved 
as within the purview of the specialist on Colonial History, whom Professor 
Blo% considered it desirable to send to England. Whatever the cause, these 
Archives have not been included in the subsequent investigation of Dr. 
Brugmans, whoi at the time of his visit to England, hampered by the waot of 
detailed catalogues at the Record Office, as well as in some great English Libraries;, 
found it an impossible task to examine every document, and was thereby 
led to the course of first cataloguing documents relating to certain selected 
periods of Dutch history existing at the Public Record Office. Neither 
Dr. Colenbrander nor Dr. Japikse quotes from any sources at the India Office, 
although letters and papers from the Bodleian, and various College Libraries* 
and from the Lambeth Archiepiscopal Library are reproduced or analysed in 
their works* 

For a complete summary of the various series of Records at the India 
Office find indications of the contents of the most important among them, as 
well as an outline of their history and vicissitudes, the student must be referred 
to Sir William Fosters indispensable handbook, the Guide la the India Office 
Ectords 9 16001858, issued in 1919. by the India Office*

The notes given below relate mainly to documents not hitherto analysed 
or calendared or to series not already in process of publication, and are derived 
from direct examination of the originals; but a brief reference to the chief 
Seventeenth Century collections, based on the official lists and publications* tnay 
also be of some practical Interest and is therefore appended ns a preface to the 
ujoie detailed description to follow. 

In addition to the original records kept in the Record Department, 
important collections* such ns the Mackenzie* the Qrme* and the Philip Francis 
MSS- are present'd in the India Office Library* A detailed catalogue of the 
two collections of die Mackenzie MSS. by Mr. C* Otto Blagden was published 
in 1916 as Voi. I of the Catatogu* of Manuscripts in Europtan L*ugu- 
Sgts belonging to the Library of the India Office ; a catalogue of the Or me 
MSS*, by Mr. S. Charles Hill was Issued as VoL II in the same year,

Although the Or me MSS. consist principally of Eighteenth Century 
documents, there are a certain number relating to the Seventeenth Century* e.g., 
No* 260, Memorandum of Surat* 1660-61.

“ Included in the Mackenzie Collection are many translations into 
English* of Dutch printed works and of Javanese MSS, The section known as 
the 'Private Collection' comprises matter in English* Dutch, French arid 
Portuguese, though the first two languages largely predominate. Although a 
considerable portion of the material consists of copies or translations, there is 
much besides, and much that either is unique or crisis elsewhere only tn Mb., 
e.g, copies or duplicates of Dutch records, of which the originals or other 
copies are preserved at Batavia. Some of the unpublished documents are of 
verv considerable historical value ’; among the more notable of these are those 
relating to the Dutch Government of the Coromandel Coast, with its .centre 
first at Pulicat and later at Negapatnam, and especially a»series (not quite 
* complete} of reports of outgoing Governors, beginning tn lt)J» and ending 
in 1771.’ 


MARINE RECORDS 

The Journals of all the East Indian Voyages of the East India Company >• 
from 1600 to 1616, were in the custody of Richard Hakluyt, first 
Historiographer to the Company, and after his death came into the hands of 
the Rev. Samuel Purdias. in 1625, the latter published in four volumes, 
Hakluyt us Post Hum us> or Purchas Ms Pilgrimts, containing the materials 
drawn from the Journals and some other sources* the framing those ma e 
ajs to their due place and order h , as he conceived them* being his own

Particulars of the Journals of the early voyages based on the above Lis| 
are given below* and a number of the unpublished Sevimtcenth Century Journals 
have been selected for examination. All notes of any historical interest have been 
reproduced in full, and all portions of the Journals* other than the mere routine * 
entries of an ordinary ship's log, have been extracted—generally in extern* 
The contents are varied—the fight of the 22nd August* 1673, off the Endian 
Coast between the East India Company's fleet under Captain Basse "and 
twenty Dutch ships; a mutiny at St, Helena against the Governor; minor 
mutinies on board ship; facilities for victualling at various places and the 
price of provisions; details of the Company's trade; incidents of the life 
on board ; lists of seamen, soldiers and passengers; sufferings due to disease 
and dtatlis of seamen and passengers; occasional references to marriages; 
nienflons of strange birds, beasts and fishes, some of abnormal size — these 
matter* and much else are to be found recorded within the pages of the 
Journals.

FACTORY RECORDS 


The important seventeenth century documents forming the chief part of 
this series were 1 roughly calendared 3 by Dr. (afterwards Sir) George Bird wood 
whose Report on the Miscellaneous Old Records of Ike India Office (first 
primed for official use in 1879) should be read by all* The work of classification 
was continued by Mr* F. C* Danvers* and the Press List of the section was 
printed in 189 7* 

The two chief series relating to the period under consideration, are the 
seventy-one volumes of the Original Correspondence , 16Q2-17containing 
letters received by the Company from all its settlements, and the Lei Set* 
Books containing the despatches of the Company to their settlements and 
agents. There are, besides, the various sections of records of individual # 
Agencies and Factories. 

The Original Correspondence is in course of publication either in full or 
in abstract form. Prom 1602 to 1617 the letters are printed verbatim in 
Letters Received by the East India Company from Us Servants in tke East, 
six volumes, 1896-1902, the first volume having been published b 1896 on the 
initiative of Mr. Danvers* From 1618 to 1654 abstracts of the letters from 
India (and some other places), contained in the OX* Series, the correspondence 
in th? Letter Rooks and the sectional Factory Records* viz arranged In 
strictly chronological Older in Tke English Factories in India, a series edited 
by Sr. William Foster. Documents b the Public Record Office, the British 
Museum and in Indian Record Offices are included, the 'unifying etemvut 1 
bebg supplied by an introduction* Publication was interrupted during the 
late war, and on resumption, it was found necessary to modify the above 
method in the volume for the period 1655450, published in 1921. A point had 
been reached where the existing materials increased so greatly in number (the 
documents analysed reaching 500 for the year 1859, and 300 for 1660, instead 
of the early average of 75 to a year), that it became imperative to change the 
procedure and 'to extract merely those passages which seemed to merit 
preservation, and to connect them by a narrative which would at the same 
time embody the information obtained from other documents . . * (which it 
was) not necessary to quote fa full/ The arrangement, partly chronological, 
and partly geographical, makes it easier to follow* the course of events. 
Extracts from the same document often appear on different pages. 

Besides the sources already mentioned in connection with the preceding 
volumes, use was made b the new volume of copies of letters received at 
Madras, 1658-60, now among the RawHnsm MSS . to the Bodleian Library, 
and of transcripts furnished by the Bombay Government. (See Preface to 
Eng fish Factories in India , 1655-60,) The last volume published covers

Andries Bogaert, the French Company still expected from France aft* 
Madagascar 6 ships, namely 2 great ships, 2 flutes, and 2 hoys, and 
further the 3 ships which were in Bantam with the French Director 
Caron (these being fairly large); which had not yet been seen on the 
coast of India or elsewhere in Malabar, bringing up the total to 21: 
which is sufficiently large, nnd more than enough. From Vengurla 
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bad come news, dated November 2nd, of the arrival from Portugal 
and Goa of a very big Portuguese ship named the B&m jkiatf, 
p* 8. carrying 30 iron and metal guns, and 700 to 750 men, amongst them 
many banished noblemen; that they were working hard to prepare 
the big ships i 4 or 5 small ones and over 40 war frigates lay ready 
off the bar, but that the great fleet could not be ready before the first 
half of December, The French seemed exceedingly busy at Sural, 
and to have the intention of making their ships very fine, for which 
purpose they were ail beached, and 5 or 6 had taken down their top 
masts. Meanwhile their people are carefully cherished* great 
quantities of gunpowder laden, and other necessary provisions collect¬ 
ed for the ships ready for their depature- The crews said to consist 
at first of 3,000 men, now much less, owing to the great number of 
deaths on the way out, the Admiral alone having lost, it is said, more » 
than 200 hands, besides having many sick amongst the 250 remaining 
souls, and no more than SO to 90 sailors, the rest soldiers 
and nobles.

The French Director Caron has notified the English Director, through 
His Excellency, that he claimed the honours when he ran into the 
A Chotn 1 from his [i.e,, the English] ship which lay there with the flag 
at the masthead, and has thereupon received the reply that, so as to be 
saved by his ships from many losses [F failures], he should give 
orders to such effect* that they be carried out with guns only and not 
p + 10* with the flag. Shortly after the Englishman ran out with flag flying* 
saluting with 13 guns* answered by 7 ditto, the French flagship lying 
nevertheless ready for action* as though ready to grapple with 
the other; but it was said there* that the bishop had advised 
. and begged His Excellency to desist; whether this be so or 
not, the * English Director has not allowed the flag to be 
brought to again on the ship London, which still remained in 
the ‘Chom*, although the captain had caused all the goods to 
fee brought on deck which were laden lor home* so as to dis¬ 
charge them. Director Rogaert was perplexed what to do in such 
case with Their Honours 1 ships, and sought advice thereon by letters 
of Oct- 14 from Heer van Goens, who was greatly occupied with 
the matter with his Council in Ceylon* Finally* after serious com- 
side ration, it was ordered in Council, that in case of a meeting with 
stronger French ships at sea, or in some open roadstead, it was 
advisable for the Dutch ships to salute under protest of compulsion. 
But if the French force were not the stronger, so that the advantage 
Jay on the Dutch side, then the captains were not to hesitate, but to 
use the means provided by God and nature, not only defensively, but

And we have deemed it necessary to inform Your Honours of 
tins matter with all its circumstances in detail, 
pi 12 , There was great anxiety on account of the costly cargoes of the 
ships Puio Man and Ys$eistdn f and it was to be wished that they had 
left Cochin (where they were on the Sth October) > for Ceylon, instead 
of undertaking the voyage to Surat But the skipper* van Osdorp P 
has reported to Colombo, that Their Honours 1 [ship] Hose intended 
to run into Bombay to ascertain there the trend of matters in Surat, 
and had he not again passed Vengurla safely* he surely would have 
returned from thence. Their Honours perceive* from the foremen- 
tioned skippers report in the Ceylon letter* that the English also 
were not without anxiety, Heer van Goens having sent an offer to 
Agent Foxcroft, through Heer Pavdoen, that in case His Honour 
intended to send his ships to Surat, or Persia, or GsJIe, that they 
could sail in Company with [the Dutch] and thus the Triple Alliance 
p* 13, in Europe might be usefully observed ; that is, that we, being wise 
through necessity, should be able to support each other in this matter* 
In such a case such action cannot be displeasing to Your Honours* 
since it appears to us from all circumstances* that it is no longer 
possible to doubt that the assembling of the French and Portuguese 
t forces in India is definitely concerted in Europe* and they may 
perhaps all be about to unite now on the Coast of India. The exact 
time may come to our knowledge by and by, as well as the object of 
their enterprise, if any, whether against us* the Arabians, or any other* 
According to the latest news from that place [? Ceylon] nothing is 
yet known for certain concerning their designs, the reports being 
very contradictory, the most probable being that their plans will 
depend upon the state of the Company's affairs either there or 
elsewhere. It therefore tends all the more to our security* that the 
p* 14* merchant Vertaugen at Cannanore* and Commander Van Rhede 
from Cochin had informed Heer van Goens through Captaics van 
Osdorpand Pittoor, that at Cannanore they had n*o difficulties at all 
and were not afraid of a powerful enemy; also that at Cochin and 
Cranganore they hoped to be quite ready before the New Year; and 
further, that Ceylon was in very good posture, though on the whole 
but very scantily provided with soldiers* but they hoped to discuss 
this later. In Ceylon, according to the latest letters, good progress 
was being made with the fortification of Negombo and Colombo 
* - - The naval force which still keeps together there has already 
been notified to Your Honours, and the speculations to which it gave 
rise.

Unfortunately, the main body of the Dutch fleet there, under Coro- 
maixler Adrian Roothaus, had left a few days before to convoy the

assemble mGaflTawn (by Resolution of April 28th), to maintain

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t p* 5* Until the departure of the Met tad from 1 Trincquenemale * f no 
actual hostilities had taken place on our side against the French, 
except that we had Intimated to them to leave the said inner bay! and 
on their refusal had sought to cut off all provisions as far as possible* 
For which purpose, one of the three ships sent for victuals was held 
up on its return from Tranquebar t and deprived of sails and rudder* 
So as to be able in any case to keep it in our power. In this action 
we cannot see that our people are in the least to blame* as no nation 
can be obliged to admit sc formidable a fleet of war ships in their 
harbours, nor to tolerate it. Besides, they hud in the meantime 
landed and driven off some of our guards, ami had begun to fortify 
here and there, and to throw r up batteries on soil which was undoub¬ 
tedly the Company's own, not only by conquest of the kingdom of 
JaifnnpOLam (from which it had always depended)* but also by the 
subsequent mandate of the King of Kandy t in as far as the latter may 
have been necessary. 

To give an account of the protests and debates between ourselves

These deserters had come over to us* as 
they asserted, to escape from starvation and m-treatment hy the 
Admiral. They said that It was intended to remove to Coromandel 
with five or six of the best ships, leaving others behind in the bay* with 
300 soldiery to hold the posts on land, and maintain their acquisitions. 
This woukl give us further trouble! owing to the injury they could 
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do the Company on the said coast, and to the costly cargo ships + 
also because in the meantime they might be allowed into th^ said 
hay, still further to fortify themselves there, as the natives all seem 
to have become favourable to them. These our fears we have also 
communicated to the Superintendent, and have also transmitted to 
His Honour the direction to use caution and judgment in the Hon.

P* 7, Your Hofiours may percei ve from the three letters sent via England* 
that we in India have been as far as possible upon our guard against 
the French [at the same time pot trusting the Portuguese] and in 
some fear of the English, their King s disinclination to us being 
only too well known. Upon receipt of the above news, the 
monk Maurice and his people were put under safe guard, and the 
papers etc** of this impertinent and no less crafty priest were seized 
(all being carefully registered), it being considered that the subjects 
of that nation could no longer be looked upon as only under arrest 
upon articles of capitulation, but rather as actual prisoners, bereft of 
the benefits of agreed privileges. Although Your Honours, with your 
usual care and foresight* had ordered the flute and' the 

hookers PeslAearn, l^nwy, and Bnkhesteyn, to be sent out in haste 
F* 8* to give warning of these affairs, both at Surat and in Ceylon, and also 
here, we have still thought it our duty, as stated at the beginning of 
this letter* to despatch the Meerc&t on the 3rd of November with 
express advice for Malacca, Ceylon, Bengal, Coromandel, etc: 

We hope her voyage may be a short and safe one, . * * 
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There arrived on the 3rd instant [December] the hooker, the 
* Flicger, bringing us news from the Superintendent, and from Colombo, 
with one from Commander Cornells van Quaelbergeu in rrinconialee 
of the 3rd October from whom we had also received another letter of 
the 15th September via Coromandel* reporting his safe arrival with the 
p, 9. recruit which sailed under his command. We were not only sur¬ 
prised but troubled that Your Honours' advice ship had not yet been 
heard of there, by or before the 19 th November, and that they still 
remained in ignorance of the actual iMings of war, which the last ship 
from England brought out on 26th April without doubt, but kept 
secret, as has already been noted in the Coromandel business* 

So far His Honour has not felt justified in taking action therein, so 
long as we are not attacked by them; since it appears from all 
external circumstances, that the French also have not been informed 
by [the English]- Otherwise they [the French] would not have acted 
as it is alleged (if it be indeed true), viz: that the Viceroy De La 
Haye had not only dared to seize a certain little EngHsh ship the Ra&y f 
belonging to Mr Sjerscy (Jear&ey), but also refused restitution on its 
p. 10. being daimed. The Viceroy with his eight ships sailed from 
Triucomalee direct for the Coromandd Coast, passing the town of 
Negapatnam and in full sight of Trancmebar, where, as well as at 
Porto Novo, not being able to obtain their great requirements they 
continued along the Coast. , * * On the 2l$t of the same month 
they were before San Thome, belonging to the King of Goiconda. 
There his officers* who were sent on shore for the needs of the 
fleet, were put off by the Commander until he could send ’frord 
thereof to his superior officer some miles inland. De La Haye was 
so angered by this, that on the 23rd he first ordered the town to be 
bombarded from the ships, and afterwards to be attacked in force 
by land. It was then stormed (the garrison being without any 
suspicion thereof) and strongly held, 

p* 11. Governor Favilioen's letter from Puli cat to Batavia, dated 8th 
October, contained the above news in detail, and added that the 
1 Moors P had beleaguered the city with [10*000 men on loot and oOO

But had it pleased God to grant Your Honours advices and 
instructions a speedy voyage to Ceylon beforehand, then in 
all probability not only would Your Honours' ship not have fulled 
but the town itself could perhaps have been restored again to its 
lord. According to letters from Beer van Goeus* the French were 
in a position to retain both the town and the ships. His Honour had 
received news that whenever he, with the main body of the fleet, was 
off Negapatnam, sailing before the wind, the French, who always 
employed their people on land by day, brought them back on board 
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ship at night, lor fear of being attacked and surprised by our people" 
complaining greatly of the uncertain state of things, which had 
prevented their getting the marked advantage which otherwise must 
nave resulted.

Finally it is, of course, understood that much is required tor so 
manv ships, especially as they may be necessarily detained there, to 
keep off all arriving enemies. Therefore, that they may not be m 
difficulties, we have sent by the yacht Ougiy and the hookers Bagdet 
and By tier via Malacca, [ provisions ] ... to the amount <»f f.

10: 11, with the promise to do our utmost if the home ships arrived 
in time, to send another ship this mouth from Sumatra.

returned to Ceylon. He had received certain reports 3 $ to the safety 
of the route for the continuation of his voyage, which must otherwise 
have caused us great anxiety, for there is no reckoning whether the 
four French ships foremen tioned and the five English of which Your 
Honours wrote twhich had left in March last for Surat), have all now 
arrived near Goa, Bombay or Surat, undoubtedly not without knowing 
of the war there. The two ships with such costly cargoes could do 
little against them, and would Otherwise rather add to the strength 
ot the Ceylon fleet for in this state of affairs we must be content to 
place the needs of the war before those of trade, and must be pleased 
k those of the latter can be carried on seasonably and without 
noteworthy danger, [t is greatly to be hoped that God will 
grant the two rich ships deliverance from our enemies; for if they 
arrived safely at Surat tint Directors there could easily arrange tou 
furnish some capital for Malabar and Ceylon, which is not at all 
convenient for us to do from here, yet both places nevertheless 
require it. • 

Time will show whether the six English ships mentioned in the 
headings of Coromandel and Bengal will really sail for England at the 
usual time, as asserted, whatever the others in Surat mav order. In 
that case it should set us much more at ease, than if they were to setde 
near each other somewhere on one or other of the coasts, or come 
to meet to the east of Ceylon, in which case so formidable a body 
. would be brought together that we dare not at present even give 
definite advice, and respectfully beg your High Mightinesses to give 
the matter the consideration its importance demands, especial!v as 
regards the supply of the greadv needed recruits. 

Meanwhile we think that a certain English ship, which put'into 
the Bay or Gall w hen the V/ttfrcr called, should not fail to fall into 
your Lordships hands; the ndvice-boat having followed soon after 
it is not improbable that Heer van Gocns has held it up upon gome 
pretext, news of which we hope to receive by the Swimmer. 

At Muscat the Sind envoy had made a present to the chief

begin at home, for there are Thousands of People, 1 may say some 
hundreds of thousands, who live in the Settlements and under the 
Jurisdiction of the Rt. Houble* Company at Bombay* FortSL Davids, 
Fort St George, Calicutta in Bengali on the West Coast, etc.,

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BENGAL RECORD OFFICE 

We may merely note the unsuccessful attempts made from 
Agra in 1621 to start a factory or trading station in Patna, 
described in the Indian Antiquary for 1924, and Peter Mundee’s 
Travels, Vol. 2, Hakluyt Society, as they did not concern Bengal 
primarily. The first regular English settlements were established 
in 1633, when factories were commenced at two points on the 
Orissa coast; at Hariharpur, near Cuttack, and at Balasore. * 
The former was abandoned in 1662, but the latter was carried 
on until the port silted up in the eighteenth century. Early in 
163 1 a factory was started at Hugli, and some seven years later we * 
find merchants stationed aL* Kasimbazar and Patna, while sub¬ 
sequently trade was extended to Dacca (about 1668) and Malda 
(1676). When the English were driven from Hugli by the 
Mughals in 1686 they attempted to find a new factory at 
Sutanuti (Calcutta) further down the river, but it was not until 
the conclusion of peace in 1690 that Job Chamoc was able to fix 
theCnglish headquarters at that place, where the original Fort 
William was built a few years later, , 

Except for two brief periods of independence in 1650-61 and * 
1682-84, the Bengal factories remained an agency under the 
control of Madras down to 1700, when Sir Charles Eyre became 
the first President and Governor of Fort William. This contin¬ 
ued to be the official style until the India Act of 1773 changed it 
into that of Governor-General of the Presidency of Fort William 
in Bengal.

I have not thought it necessary to give a detailed account of 
all the records relating to all the factories found in Bengal in the 
seventeenth century, as that would have swelled the list unduly- 
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I searched lor seventeenth century records in the Bengal Record 
Office and the Imperial Record Department, Unfortunately. 
quantity of such records is small* 

The Persian records, preserved in the Bengal Record Office, 
belonging to the seventeenth century are comprised in Volumes 
I-XVIII and XX in a series known as 1 Persian Sanads and 
Parwanas p which dates back to the year 161244* The documents 
are copies of firmans, sanads* petitions, sale deeds, security bonds, 
statements, qabuKyats, dustuks, relating to the grant or settlement 
of lands ; the appointment of revenue and judicial ufficers and the 
supply and payment of troops in various districts of Bengal 
relating to the years 16244791* 

The Sanads, etc., usually begin with a statement lo the following 
effect: Copy of Sanad with the seal nf (name and authority) with effect 
from (date)* Be ii kjtown to the Mutasaddiea, yanungoes, Faujdars* 
Raiyats, and cultivators etc. of the present and future that (subject 
matter of Sanad follows). They are issued by the following authori¬ 
ties: 1.

IMPERIAL RECORD OFFICE 

There arc only two documents of importance in the Imperial 
Record Department which throw light on the seventeenth century. 
One is headed' Letters from CourtsIt contains various letters 
by the Directors of the East India Company to their servants in 
India. The originals of these despatches are to be found in the 
India Office Record Department. The following letters will be 
found interesting: 

Letters from Courts 

1. Director to Job Charnoc, dated 5 January* 1690. 

’ We do judge that you had not right done you in not being placed chief 
at Casjmbazar. We do accordingly hereby cons Lhute and confirm our chief 
of that factory and of all our affairs, managed therein; and we hereby 
require Mr. Edward Littleton and all persons of our Council] and all 
other persons in our services to yield you assistance and due obedience, 
'Your experience is great in those cotmtrys, our opinion you wiU see 
is great of you onr expectations proportionate, which we doubt not but 
you wOl fully answer. Signed: William Thompson, Governor/ < 

2. Another letter dated 19 March, 1601. To Council at Fort St, George, 
4 Refers to Sir William Langhome, 

' Who contrary to our Rules and Practice Look out cash before hts 
coming out of the Fort, which he had undertaken to pay unto our youths, 
being three thousand two hundred and thirty-four pagodas, together with 
the usual interest of other countries.' The letter also refers to Mr. 
Ed ward Littleton who had‘sent home for his own account by f the last 
p ip pin g some quantities of Bengal taffeties, the same as ours , The 
Directors say they had better opinion of Littleton. 

3. Dated. London, 12 April, 1681. To Chief and Council at the Bay. 
• We would have you send us full quantities of every sort of ntw silk. 

The despatch deals mainly with goods made in India. k * 

' It is not necessary we should give you the reason of our orders, but 
your duty is to obey them simply because they are ours, yet seeing our 
motives are of such a generous nature as must needs provoke the activity 
of any Englishman lodges m his breast the love of his country we shall 
tell you that our purpose is with God’s assistance to increase our naviga¬ 
tion as much as our trade that as our fleets grow yearly richer, may 
proportionately grow stronger,' 

4. Chief of Council at Hugh, dated 22 July, 1681. Nothing of importance. 

5. 18 Nov., 1681, 

Extract only. Informs that Mr, Hedges* one of your present Committee 
here’ has been despatched to India to subdue interlopers. Hopes that 
Mr. Hedges win behave himself gravely and with moderation- Com¬ 
manders to forfeit j£ 40 for any private goods they shall carry to the Bay 
and Match lcpatsm. Signed by Josiah Child. 

6. 15 Jan., 1681. London to Agent and Council, Bay of Bengal, Unimportant, 

7. 25 Jan,, 1681-82. The Agent and Council at Fort St, George. 
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Says that the 'Committee having found that Mr, Ktreynsharn Hasten 
lofce ac Fort St* GeorjjCj having detained, in Ills hands bnrt^ti 

thonsatjd AUasses cf Uie State of Mr. Methias Vincent, late chief *in the 
nay of Bengala, Wiliam Gifford, etc. are ordered to require him to pay 
die said money into the Company’s cosh.’ 

8. 10 March, 16SL To A Kent and Council at Hugh. 

The following paragraph will be found interesting; ‘We are well 
informed that Mr, Poeock chief of Pattana is a creature of Mr. Vincents 
and that this last year he does wickedly abuse us in the sorting of oar 
Romulls and other goods besides which information we find upon our 
owne view all our goods so abominably sorted from the Bay tbat (without 
such information) we should conclude those employed in that work there, 
unfaithful! to us and confederated with Vincent, wherefore we do hereby 
onler you to discharge the said Mr. Poeock from our services send 
him home, putting such person as yon shah judge most trustle to us, 
and able to discharge the place into the chiefship of Futtaim aforesaid.’

Hligli Letters 

This volume deals with letters written from Dec,, 1680 to Nov,, 1681. 
It is a most Interesting collection of letters and throws light on the 
activities of that mysterious and elusive personality, Job Charnoc. The 
letters are signed by Mathias Vincent, Job Chnmoc and Francis Ellis, 
Job Chnmoc did not sign some of the letters as he left to join his 
^hiefship. However, one long letter dated 4 June, 1681 is signed by 
Charnoc, There is an important despatch cm pp 118-27 signed by 
Edward Littleton, Francis Ellis and Richard Trench field. It is a Tairiy 
long letter and throws considerable light on C ha moo's quarrels with the 
Company's servants in Bengal. I have not seen a copy of the letter in 
py publication, and as it has not been noticed before I have reproduced 
it below. The Hugh letters deal with the minutiae of the Company's 
industries and commence in BengaL Meat of the letters contain directions 
to captains of the ships, ordering them to lade on board the ships various 
articles of Indian manufactures. The following example will suffice: 

1 have ordered Mr, Sowdon to lade on board your ship three bales of 
raw silk in the Honorable Company's tonnage, the freight therefore being 
•made good here, and deliver him bills for them, they going per account 
of Mr. Thomas Lucas. Signed: Mathias Vincent’ 

There are four letters dated 4 Dec., 1680. Most of them are signed by 
Mathias Vincent and Job Charnoc and contain the amount of silk and 
other stuff ordered from Hugli. 

Other letters are addressed to Directors. The wretched Sowdon comes 
in for severe rebuke in some of the letters. 1 Your brief letter we received 
and admire you should be so negligent as not to send copies of those 
receipts you took for the goods shipped on board the English ships out 
of the sbope Ganges ; for want of them we are not now able to draw- 
out the Sampsons Invoyct and we understand the sloope did not come 
thence in a day or two up to the date of your letter. These are things 
we shall not pass by. but strictly enjoin you to comply with your orders, 
owl not to think off with foolish and idle excuses.’ This is signed by 
Mathias Vincent and Francis Ellis, 

In a letter dated 24 Feb., 1681, there is an interesting reference to Job 
Charnoc. The letter states, 1 Wee are glad of Mr. Job Charnoc safe 
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i arrival] to his station on Xmas day lust, wishing good success in that 
chief ship; Mr* Littleton arrived hither 12 th ultimo, who brought the sQw 
seals and weights of which wee having no other shah have yearly use. 1 

The following letter is reproduced from the Hugli Letters. It will be 
found interesting: 

1 Hugly, 29th June, 1681. 

* Me, Job CeAitNocit & ca. 

"We have reed, yours of the 13th cumt together with one pair o! 
your bookes and your Diary for the last month. 

# The saile of the 12 chests of treasure we note, and that Soocaun 
Nundsa & ca. refused to make the essaies at the mint of Rs. 93 or Rs. 
91 -3a the piece, which seems very unlikely since we know ns well as 
themselves that the course sOver Ls melted in sudb quantities and 
sometimes greater with Lead to be made Chaundree to pass the 
% Gozaushx, and then againe are weighed into Chuckatees of the aforesaid 
weight and only melted down to be fitted to the stamp; had not silver 
< been soe much demanded and Soocanno Gomosteh have proffered to 
take the silver on the consideration and essnfe we advise you to f It had 
been more probable; but these things tfcing as above hinted makes ns we 
know not what to think of it; pray at yr, oomeuig out and agreeing on the 
essaies; advise us how the plate comes out in conformity to the Invoice. 

1 Mr. Chamock ha vein g not signed to any bonds and indentures to the 
Hou'ble Com pa. since he left their Service anno 1663 or 1664 , and 
they having severale times pressed his doeing of saidc, and hate 
never hitherto reversed that order; however, it has Lain dormant by the 
omission or forgettfulhess of Mr, Waiter ClaveU deceased, the* late 
Chicle of Bengali- We have Eng weighed the thing and do not finde it 
VonvenSent that soe great a trust as Cossumbazar factory be reposed any 
1 longer in any one s hands (as Chiefe especially) who, contrary to the Saide 

Horfble Comps, practice with all their servants great and small, is under 
noe bonds or indentures to them; we doe therefore herewith send yon 
a blanck bond and indenture enordering him, in Psuanee {? pursuance] 
to the Hon'hle Compa. Commands, immediately to sign and seal to them 
both, and to deliver them soe signet! and sealed to Allen Catchpoole and 
John Thedder, who are of Council! of Cassimbazar factory, to be 
wittnessed by them, and that then he dispeed [? dispatch] them ^ 
by two trusty expresses, and therewith send us a Govt* letter the names 
of two persons in England he appoints for his security there that we mdV by 
the expected shipping accordingly advise our Hon'ble Employers, thereof. 

f The Chiefe haveing Posed [? perused] your Diary for Last month, 
reed, here two dates since as. above mentioned, duties himself confronted 
by Sevtt* notes therein* sly in their manner of bringing in and (alee and in¬ 
jurious to him in their matter* as will appear by the due pro pension thereof. 

"As for Mr. Chamocks saying he had prized the Compa. taff&ties at 
their real and just value in his notes the 7th and 13th day, it appears 
as wel] by an accott. under his own hand {m what the Chiefe computed 
when there) to be fake, though even those aectt* (neither of them) come 
np to the %vorth of a piece of that November bund taffaties, when well 
made being well bought at one rupee more P. P. by the same calculation, 
and it held their due goodness in every respect they would well content 
the Hon’hie Compa. at said rate ; nor were these occasion could yuch be 
had of any Razaur or shopkeeper of Muxadavad or CttSSimbazar many 
competent quantity under Rup* 8 P. P. as the price of November bund 
sieke was at the time ol the weavers buying thereof the last year. What 
the chief did herein he averse was to encourrtgc the weavers to make 
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good wave and to stop their clamour which it had been much more easy , 
10 him and more answerable to Mr. Chmnuck’s eariage [? courageJ 
cowards him to have let the business fallen on Mr. Cbaruocfc then to 
have troubled himself* therewith; but he had the Handle Co mp 3 , 
advantage without any by respects of his own before his eyes, 
well knowing that something of content given the wcsvour produces * 

well made pods and alwais the contrary when they are too much, as here 
they are, pinched and this was the present case according to the best of 
his Judgment after seeming the whole parcel! of taffaties piece by piece; 
and he hopes his experience in the business of Cassutnbasar factorv will 
be allowed to over ballance Mr. Chamock’s selfe conceit of his' own 
prompt partes and abilities as well as of those that assisted him herein 
who are here under specified. For, where as Mr. Chamock saies in life 
objections to the Consultation held about the time of the Chietes* 
departure thence in Cassumbnaar the ultimo that in prizing those tafTath-s 
he tockc the opinion of several! others well experienced in the worth 
thereof, it seems it was^not of any of those appointed of the Council] of * 
the factonr, they not carein^or darting to appear after a day or two, but 
of John hmvlor the Dyer there whose understanding in that or anything 
else is taken nor to be over much and of Amutt Ram the Barber', who 
about the business of Juggoo Podaur's death, was by the Agent and 
Con nail orders publicity disgraced and turned away atino*Ifi76 at 
Lassumbaiar—with a striekt exhibition of ever admitting him in on 
any aceott., Genl or Pticular, into that or any other place or factory in 
Eedgall or into any perticular man's service of the English nation; 

^ind all this under the penalties (as inserted in Consultation in Cassum- 
bazar of the 6 October 1676) as the Agent and Council, should *ludg 
meet, and that such a vilianics judgment should not onlv be taken but * 
alsoe thus by Mr. Chamock upheld against that of the Chiefs (who 
t soe many years managed the business of that factory before him) 

is a nonseosicall obstinate humor peculiar to the singular quallifications 
and breeding of Mr, Chamock. But although Mr, Charnock would 
take^ upon him to he a Little fanuJIiar in his resentments and Chatrachter 
of his Chicfe as to matter of the taffaties, yet he might (not to speak of 
good manner) have been soe just os to have given a small hint in the 
^ame Diary notes, where upon this concern he contents himself to pass 
over wholly in silence; it not it seemes sorting with his information 
of Lasse on The taffaties what the Chief (to made [jrk] amends for the 
taffaties rates) had saved the Hon "hie Com pa, in prizing of the 
taw silke, of ivhat it seemes he himseife would have given the Peicanrs 
more than the Chiefe found it worth; though even here the Chiefe 
gave a great allowance considering the vast difference between the goods 
brought on and the Muster they were prized by, and it may seem justly 
suspisabie [jtr] that Mr, Chamock was partly engaged to accommodate 
some of those piecars in the prizing, but was hind red there from by the 
Chiefe being present there at; and this his ghessanises from the heat of 
t harnock thereupon and his since rateing the silke then thrown cut by 
the Chiefe and referred to him & cs. to prize at such under rates as it 
deserved almost if not altogether as high as what was then taken at, 
the Chiefe being there, ns appears by the end of mo. of May’s Diary 
above mentioned; and this ghess must continue soe until time gives au 
opportunity of a due scrating [rre] to be made thereon upon the whole 
matter. Should it be granted (as it no avails) is that upwards of rupees 
1<XK) were lost by being allowed to the weavers, it may alsoe be sajde 
that sevll thousands were saved in the Cbiefes nonallowance to the 
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t 1 Paieaurs by which the pretended accott of Loss is very much over 
hallanced* 

‘And Lastly, Mr, Chamock sly reflection (on what tia sakle be himselfc 
almost constantly practices) on the Chiefs drawing up the Consultation at 
his parting Last from Cossitinbazar and giving Mr* Chamock noe time 

* to consider on, or object against, tSl it was copied faire into the Consulta¬ 
tion bookes remain to be spoken unto ; which, had it been soe as the case 
stood, could not have appeared so great a crime as it is hoped slyly it 
may seem, because the Chiefe and Mr* Chamock being the only persons 
then at Cassumbasar of the Gen. Council! of Bengali there could be no 
more then one drawer up of such a paper and but one to contradict; 
and where any matters in the Compa. affaires stands on even votes, it has 
fdl long been the Customs and seems but reason that the Chiefe should 

* cast it on his own side and supersede the other, which might without 
doubt have passed soe here, there being noe necessity of two such Diary 
notes as those of the 7th and 13th Last mo, thereon, especially since it is 
m * found Mr, Chamock b not soe exact to insert other things which might 

possibly deserve better consideration then lifts he has soe much puzled 
himselfe, in particularly what occurred m Cassumbazar and Muxadavad 
the 11 and 15 Last mo* But to come agrune to matter, Mr* Chamock 
note here on is also falce, for he was called up by the Chiefe, and those 
two*points concerning the Weavers and peicaurs were argued and disputed 
• almost a whole morning between them; but. Mr. Chamock, though he 

could not say much in refutation of the premises, yet alwaies takelng 
good heed to disallow of the eoadosion, the Chiefe resolved to draw' out 
the Consultation as he did, telling him that since we could not agr&i in 
pur opinions he might sign writh objections, to which there being a 

* 4 distinct answer laid down in our Consultation booke here, as well (as 

what mater tails) spoken to in the foregoing discourse, the Chiefe t funks not 
worth his trouble to make any further reflection of those matters or 
expatiate thereon :

* about the Taffaties in the notes of the 7 th ultimo which those of Council l 
with you cannot doe, since it appears that neither Allen Catchpoole nor 
John Threder were present ; but as above declared, at Mr* Chamock and 
ca. prizing those goods, nor questionless have they since looked then; 
over by which means only they could be capacitated to sign to the truth 
or falshood of what Mr. Chamock affirme concerning them.

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The earliest British factories in Madras were established in 
1611 at MasuHpatam, and Petapoli (now N izarn patam), both of 
them ports of the then kingdom of Golconda. Ten years later, 
the East India Company servants were admitted to the Dutch 
settlement of Pulicat under an agreement that the trade should 
be shared equally by the two nations. This led to wranglings, 
and the British factors withdrew in 1623. In 1626, another 
settlement was made at Atmgaon, now called Durgarayapatnam, 
situated about 40 miles north of Puiicat; and the factors removed 
in 1640 to Madraspatam, then a village, Here, on a strip of 
ground rented from a representative of the old Vijayanagar 
dynasty, was erected Fort St. George, and this became the 
headquarters of the Company. During the latter part of the 
seventeenth century other factories were established. Madras 
was definitely constituted a Presidency in 1684. Throughout the 
seventeenth century 5 the British possessions in the Presidency were 
restricted to Fort St. David, and the district round Madras.

In addition to the Pwu Lists, the Madras Government has for some 
years been engaged in publishing its early records, which date from 
1670, As tar back as 1871 appeared a volume of extracts from those 
dating between 1670 and 1680* and in 1393-95 the consultations at Fort* 
St. George for the years 1681-85 were printed in five volumes, under the 
editorship of Mr* A. T. Pringle, those for 1681 being selections, while 
those for the succeeding years were given in full Since then the following * 
have been published in under the care of Mr. H. Dodwell:

Documents in the Madras Record Office 

The Madras Consultation Books begin in 1672 and in that year John 
Nicks was Secretary with a gratuity of ten pounds a year in addition to 
life twenty pounds which he was to receive later on as a merchant. The 
* despatches from the Court begin with the year 1670, and were preserved 
by being pasted into paste-books ; these to the Court were copied into 
volumes, like the rest of the records, and date only from 1694. As a rule 
the despatches were in early times sent once a year from London, and 
twice a year from Madras, The Company generally sent out its shipping 
in January* It was designed to catch the south-west monsoon in the 
Indian Ocean and arrive at Madras in June or July. From Madias, 
shipping was normally sent to England twice a year. As pointed out 
by Dodwell, 4 every January cargoes were despatched, and along with them 
the Madras Government sent its annual accounts, its annual record 
volumes, lists of the garrison inhabitants, and so on* These were regularly 
accompanied by a despatch reviewing the course of events in the previous 
year.' The annual letters sent from Court are remarkable for their solid 
common-sense, shrewdness* and homely idiom. The tone adopted by 
the Directors is not by any means friendly, and very few despatches are 
free from criticism. This applies especially to the despatches written during 
the time of Sir Josiah Child's supremacy. No one who has compared his 
letters in the Bodleian Library with the despatches written during the 
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period can help being struck with the resemblance in style which they 
exhibit. The reader is referred for a detailed examination of the despatches 
to my work on the East India Trade in the XVIItk Century ; copies of 
despatches sent to Bombay during the period 1660-75, will be found in 
my Angla-Portugueie Negotialiam Relating to Bombay, 1667-1673. Mr. 
Dotlwell s statement that 1 about the year 1700 there sprang up a practice 
qe arranging our advices under sc\ r eral heads * fe not quite correct, The 
long and elaborate despatches sent by the Directors to Bombay at a 
period anterior to 1700 are divided into various headings, and deal with 
various items in a methodical manner. Nor is it quite correct to assume 
that all the despatches were divided into six heads. This is probably true 
of the despatches written in the year 1702, as pointed out by DodweJL 
But this was not a fixed rule and in some despatches the number of heads 
is smaller while m others it is larger. The first head dealt with * our shipping 
gone out and returned and goods sent hence ** The second dealt with the 
investment„ for the English market, *and wherein deficient or blameworthy, 
if soe \ The third was concerned with trade in general and the country 
powers; the fourth with revenues and /ortihcations; the fifth with the 
Company s civil and military servants, and their accdunts [ and the s iyrh 
with the New Company, 1 our late competitors \ 

Into the Despatch volumes not only were despatches pasted, but also 
the miscellaneous documents that were contained in the packets. Hence 
a despatch to Madras might also contain despatches to other Company’s 
settlements, besides a list of investments to be provided on the Coromandel 
Copt; ami accounts of coral and silver shipped to India, The last frem 
is, in my opinion, most important, for by calculating the amount of snver 
ig these lists and the amount in other places, wo are enabled to form an 
approximate estimate of the amount of silver exported to Madras in one 
year. If we add together the amount exported to Bengal and Bombay 
in the same year, we arrive at a fairly reliable estimate of the total amount p 
of silver exported to the country. This* as I have pointed out, will sene P 
as an excellent means of testing the volume of English trade with India, 
Again, it win also help us in analysing the various pamphlets and other 
works that were published in defence of, or against, the East India Trade- 
For further details the reader is referred to my work on The East India 
Trade, * 

The Early Despatches to England t * 

For the history of Madras these despatches are indispensable. Like 
the despatches from England? those from Fort St. George were divided 
into heads. There are? besides, miscellaneous papers similar to those 
which exist in the Despatch volumes from Madras. They consist chiefly 
of volumes of accounts and records sent to England; sailing orders 
addressed to captains of the homeward bound ships; registers of bills 
drawn on the Company, and of diamonds shipped from the coast* There 
are also letters to the Governor of St* Helena* notifying him of the supply 
of necessaries that ivere regularly sent there. This account of despatches 
is restricted to those sent in the seventeenth century. I have not deemed 
it necessary to trace the later development,

The Consultation volumes are divided Tmo two parte, the Diary and 
the Consultations proper. The Diary was supposed to he written day by 
day. Streynsham Master's Diaries show that the system of transacting 
business under Sir William Langhorne was very unsystematic* and when 
Master became Governor* he drew up rtsks lor the Secretary's guidance. 
He was to * summon the Council every Monday and Thursday morning at 
8 o'clock; to enter all the consultations in the book appointed for that 
purpose; to take carc that two copy books of the letters received and 
sent be duly and fairly written by the factors and writers appointed 
thereto*; and to have marginal notes and alphabets made both to the 
Consultations and the Letter Books (see Sir Richard Temple's edition of 
Masters Diaries). Some interesting references are to be found in the 
diaries kept* and there is unconscious humour in the bare record of the 
doings of the worthy factors and writers who celebrated the Guy Fawkes 
Day with a great bonfire p and a hire supper* and the Boxing Day w hen 
the pious Governor— worthy old man—extended invitations to all the 
English of most note, both men and women* The arrival and departure 
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■of shipping fe regularly entered until 1812? the arrival of important 
persons at the settlement is entered, as also the departure of the Company 
servants for Europe and elsewhere* It also contains entries respecting 
the Court of Justice set up by Streynsham Master, notices of comets r 
of unseasonable weather, of discussions between the agents of the country 
powers and the Governor or persons authorised by him. There are also 
regular notes of the letters that were received and sent- In the eighteenth 
century* however* the quaint elements disappear* The letters, accounts 
and proceedings are entered in a more formal and official style. 

The minutes of Consultations were supposed to be signed by the 
members of Council, and the volumes of Consultations contain the 
autographs of all the important men who take part in that memorable 
struggle, from the time of Sir William Langhome to the time of Warren 
Hastings, and even much later* 

As pointed out by DodweU the early Consultations are meagre, and we 
get no glimpse of the details that must have taken place at some meetings 
of the stormy Council. At a Inter period th^custom of writing minutes 
of dissent was developed, and was fu% utilised by the members. It 
was not till the baneful connect son of the Nawab of Areot, the robbery 
in which some of the Company's chief servants were implicated, that the 
minutes of dissent became as plentiful as blackberries in September, 
The*.Consultations dealing with the seventeenth century contain the 
decisions at which the Government had arrived* In some cases, abstracts 
of letters submitted to the Council were entered, while reports - and 
accounts were also frequently entered. The growth of these records jmy 
be measured by the met that up to 1750 the Consultations and Diary 
jjprmed one volume a year; in ISOO they formed thirty-five volumes; and 
in 1850 one hundred and twenty-five. 

Resides the Despatches and the Consultations there are subsidiary 
volumes* The greater number of these consists of letter books which . 
really belong to the Consultations* 

The earliest volume of the 1 Country Correspondence Series ? preserved 
in Madras ts that of 1740. Letters to Fort St George date from 1681* 
and Letters from Fort St George from 1678, The early volumes of 
the two later series, and all the volumes of the Country Correspondence 
Series are extremely valuable and full in many details which the Commit* 
aliens do not show. # * 

The subsidiary volumes also contain reports of committees appointed 
to investigate some special matter? such, for example, as misdoings of 
a servant. The seventeenth century records published by Messrs, 
Hudgleston and Pringle throw light on some of the common and 
quaint details of seventeenth century administration. The letter Books 
still await publication. There are several letters to 1 onr braminy Yira 
Raghaviah H under date 1679, and to the famous Francois Martin, dated 
1688, who was then busy at Pondicherry* In 1681 there are letters from 
Longa pah and in 1886 there are communications from that desperate 
ad venturer, Constantine Falcon, the Greek desperado,, who became Chief 
Minister at the Siamese Court* 

With the beginning of the eighteenth century, however* these records, 
lake the Consultations, lost their quaint character, and became formal and 
stiff in style.

1 he contents of the Bombay Record Office consist mainly of 
the records of the proceedings of the governing body of the 
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Western Presidency, orginaUy the President in Council at Su/at, 
now the Governor of Bombay in Council, and of the correspond¬ 
ence, documents and books received by that body.

The earliest of these records are those of the Surat factory, of which 
the £im date from 1630, The remainder commence much later,, the 
earnest records being those of Banket factory commencing in 1756 and 
the latest those of Commercial Residency Northward which extend up to 

JlOJOi 

The more important of the Company’s settlements hi the Bombay 
residency are thus all represented in the Record Office. It is noticeable 
■that there nr* no records from Rajapur (Ratnagiri District) although there 
is a volume of letters despatched from Rajapur, 1659-60, in the India 
Qnioe. The factory at Rajapur was, however, comparatively short-lived, 
oetne abandoned either in, or shortly after, 2661. 

Resides the English records of Surat there are records in Dutch of 
1/68 and thereabouts, presumably seized from the Dutch factory. 

Major T. Candy's preliminary report on the Bombay records submitted 
in 1864 shows that at that lime records of certain factories nn f i 
residencies on the Malabar Coast, viz. Tellicherry, the Malabar Resj- 
d«icy, Calicut, Cochin and Aujengo, were in the Bombay Recoitl Office. 

1 were transferred in 1877 to the office of the Collector of Malabar, 
from which they were forwarded in 1913 to the Madras Record Office. 

It does not appear that there were at Bombay in Major Candy's time 
any records of the Company’s settlements further inland, such as those at 
Agra, Ajmere, Baroda or Burhanpttr. 

W) Outside India, 

These comprise the Residencies and Factories at Mocha, on the Arabian 
Coast of the Red Sea, Basra, Bushire, Gombroon, now better known as 
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* ^ Bandar Abbas, Diego ijaicin Island which lies in the Indian Ocean hr 

south of Bombay, and Bantam in Java. 

The earliest of these records is a letter book from Bantam, 1679-81 
The latest are those of the Mocha Residency, 2821-28. Almost ail the 
rest belong to the eighteenth oentnry. In August, 1682, Bantam was 
taken by the Dutch and the Company's establishment at that port were 
forced to withdraw to Batavia whence in August, 1682, they retired to 
Surat; doubtless ns being the Company's principal station in India, 
although Fort St. George (Madras) had by this time been constituted a 
Presidency. They must be presumed to have brought with them their 
current Inward Letter Book (1679-83) which is the onjv record of Bantam 
found in tire Bombay office. A few years later (in 1677) when the 
factory had been sacked by the Javanese at the instigation of the Dutch, 
the factory books are stated to have been closed and brought to the 
t Court of Directors. This explains the absence of the earlier Bantam 
records from Bombay. The Diego Garcia Diary records little more that! 

( the taking possession of that island, not then in the possession of any 
European nation, in l?8h. The Mocha Factory records proper last for 
two years, 1722 to 1723 only, but the Diaries of Supercargoes and Com¬ 
missaries continue, with gaps, from 1725 to 1795. 

The records of the factories and residencies, it should be understood, 
are not mere records made at Surat or Bombay of correspondence carried 
on with the out-stations, but are records made at the factories and 
residencies themselves. They consist mainly of diaries with a few inward 
and outward letter books aad other records. The records of the Com¬ 
mercial Residency Northward consist mainly of books of accounts. .The 
series are in almost all cases exceedingly incomplete. Many of the 
factories were founded long before the dates of their extant records, and 
there are numerous gaps in the series. 

For an understanding of the Surat and Bombay records it is 
necessary first to refer to the principal dates in the early history* 
of these settlements. The student is referred to my work on 
Anglo-Portuguese Negotiations, and to Calendars of Court 
Minutes and English Factories in India, 

The Factory of Surat was established in 1612 and was‘made 
the seat of a Presidency, with subordinate agencies at Gogo, 
Ah me da bad, and Cambay and subsequently at Gombroon (Bandar 
Abbas), Basrah and Broach. 

Bombay was ceded in 1661 and actually delivered in 1665 
and transferred to the E,I. Co. in 1669. The seat of the Western 
Presidency was transferred from Surat to Bombay in 1685-87. 
The Surat records continue for more than a century thereafter, 
but merely as the records of a factory. From the earliest times , 
down to the year 1820, when a system differing little from the 
present day system of records was introduced, we find the most 
important form of record in Surat, Bombay, and the larger 
factories, to consist of what are known as diaries. The nature of 
these varied to some extent at different periods, their history 
being as follow's: 
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In 1661 the London E.I. Co. when appointing- Sir George Oxctideu to 
foe president at Surat, directed him to send them yearly ‘ a diary of all 
actions and passages remarkable that shall happen from lime to time . . 

with your Books of Consultations, Copies of Records, Letters, etc.’ 

By conspiration is meant the meeting of Hie President and his Council. 

I rte word was also used to denote the minutes of such meetings. 

The Surat ‘ Diaries ’ extant in Bombay commence in 1660. in the 
penod previous to the transfer of the administration to Bombay, thev 
consist almost exclusively of records of consultations. These set forth 
the matters arising at a meeting of Uie Council, with the decisions taken 
thereupon and m some cases a careful statement of reasons for the 
decisions. The proceedings purport to be signed by the President and 
members of his Council In addition there are outward letters and a few * 
other documents. 

In the early eighteenth century, however, the Surat consultations are , 
found to have assumed 4o some extent the form of diaries. Two or more 
dates wuh the events or proved i tigs belonging to each are found in the 
same Consultation, the whole being contained between a single heading 
of the names of those present and a single set of signatures. At the 
same time the Consultations become to a greater extent a chronicle of 
events with copies of correspondence received and Issued. Such corres¬ 
pondence is usually inter plated in the midst of a so-called ‘consultation'. 
The Surat Diaries have in fact changed from minutes of Council meetings 
**? L W ‘ ia f 111 main^ a station logbook and correspondence book 
although discussions and resolutions passed in consul rat ion between the 
Chief and his Council are still found here and there. * 

Castle Diaries preserved in Bombay commence in 1720 * 
only. They have at first much in common with the early eighteenth 
century Surat Diaries. Between the dates of the consultations which at 
that time were usually held weekly, events of interest were chronicled, 
and papers receiv ed were briefly summarised. The consultations purport 
to have been signed regularly. Utters dealt with and accounts passed 
at the meetings am often transcribed in full alter the record of the con- 
saltation. In later years the chronicling of events in the settlement ceased, 
correspondence increased and the practice of interpolating Jong reports 
•into the record of a consultation prevailed. 

From the year 1755 the business of the Presidency was divided between 
two departments—the Secret and Political and the Public Department, 
from 17M9 onwards other Departments appear in rapid succession. Each 
Department kept separate Diaries, The result was that on many occasions 
«ic proceedings at a particular Consultation of the Governor and his 
Council could not be recorded all together as was done in the early 
Diaries. The Diary of each Department continued, however, to keep up in 
form the pretence of being a Minute Book of Consultations. Letters issued 
were entered with the heading, * The following letter was forwarded ’; 
letters received were headed, ‘Read the following letter’ with a definite 
date of reading; and the decisions of the Government were occasionally 
prefaced by the words * ordered that The Diaries from 1731 onwards, 
w-tih a few exceptions, contain annual alphabetical indexes compiled con¬ 
temporaneously. The indexes to the earlier of the Diaries are somewhat 
defective, often giving only the places from which the letters are received, 
such as, Surat, letter from thence But more usually they state the 
subjects of the documents contained in the Diaries. 
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- A system under which all the proceedings and eonrespondence of 
Government had to be forced into the shape of minutes of imaginary meet¬ 
ings was an essentially artificial one, and in 1820 the Diary system was 
dropped, and a different system introduced.

The originals of the contents of later Diaries are to be found In a series 
of Minute Books, of which there is a very defective scries in the Record 
Office commencing from 1756- These con Lain the same matter as the 
Diaries without, however* actual copies of* correspondence, which wa* 
copied into the Diaries. The place where a letter or other document wa* 
intended to be copied is marked by die word "Enter 1 , preceded by the 
necessary reference to the Document* The Minute Books bear the actual 
signatures of the Governor and his Council* But it is dear from their 
form that they were not written during a meeting. They are in the same 
formal shape as the Diaries and must have required time for their prepara¬ 
tion after the meeting (if any), at which the orders embodied in them^verc 
passed. 

# An Inward or 1 Letter 1 Book contains copies of such letters* memoranda, 
etc, received ns are not copied in full in the Diary. From 1786 letters 
are systematically in full in the Diaries, and the Inward Letter Books are 
discontinued. The Secretariat-Genea al Outward Letter Books similarly 
disappear after 1787; but the Outward Letter Books of the several 
departments commencing in 1766 continue to a much later date. It 
appears that letters to out-stations were not usually entered in the latter 
till after 1787 when the Secretariat-General Outward Letter Books were 
discontinued. 

The systematic preservation of records at Bombay would appear to 
have commenced about 1750. Both the Surat and Bombay records prior 
to that date arc in a fragmentary state. 

The earliest of all records preserved in the Record Office is the Outward 
Letter Book of the Surat Factory, then the principal seat of the East India 
Company's trade in India* for the year 1630* A gap of fifteen years then 
occurs, after which the Surat Inward and Outward Letter Books are extant 
from 1646 to 1701 and 1720 respectively. The Surat Diaries extend from 
1600 to 1809* The rest of the old Surat records have been long since 
lust or destroyed. The dates of the earliest record*—1630 and 1646— 
appear to be purely fortuitous- In the Surat records in the India Office 
there occur gaps similar to but not contemporaneous with those in the 
records extant at Bombay* Surat Diaries being found for the juried lb^ ! ' 
66 p after which there is a further gap of three years. 

The Bombay records prior to 1720 consist of Outward and Inward 
letter Books, despatches from the Court of Directors, correspondence and 
judicial records in Portuguese {classed under Foreign Idioms) anti certain 

MS, Selections P , Diaries are not forthcoming, although there is in the 
India Office a long series of Bombay Diaries from 1670 onwards. Between 
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1720, which is the date of the first Bombay Duirv here preserved and 173$ 
there are only three years’ Diaries in the Record Office. Fmm the latter 
date, however, till 1820 there is a complete series. 

Other records of this period deserving of notice arc the Foreign Idioms 
Record, i.e., records in foreign European languages, and 1 Foreign Powers *, 
i.e„ selections from correspondence and treaties with foreign states, Indian 
and European, but principally Indian.

There is also a good deal of repetition in differen Lvo |ii mes, i.e,, the same 
matter hasTieen entered twice. Nos, 1 to 4 (1659-1704) are interesting 
volumes. Nos. 1 and 2 are nearly illegible in several places and are 
incomplete. 

No, 1 (1659-96) is the Diary of Surat when supreme. The letters copied 
into it were copied very irregularly as regards their dates. 

No, 2 (1699 1707) is a volume of the New (and rival) Company’s affairs. 
There is a good deal in it of tlte disputes of the two companies arid 
of the seizure and imprisonment of Kit John and Lady Ijiyer. The 
last complete letter in it is from Sir N. Waite, protesting his poverty 
anil integrity and asking to tie allowed to retire as Governor. 

No. 3 (1701-4) is a volume of the Old Company’s affairs. 

No, 4 (1702-1) belongs to the New Company, Sir N. Waite being * Public 
Minister and Consul General', This volume, too, is incomplete. 

After No. 4 there is a great gap in the years, but it is partly supplied 
by volumes of the second set. No. 5 (1740-42) is under quite a different 
order of things. It is the Diary of the Chief and his Council as subordinate 
to the Governor and Council nt Bombay. 
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,IiJ No. 6 the Diary of 1742-44 is twice catered. 

In No. 7 the Diary for** months of 1744-45 is piven twice and that of 
the other six months given three times. The Diary of August and 
September, 1743 fe given twice. 

In No* S the Diary of August-December, 1746, is given twice. The Dkrv 
oi 1747-48 is wanting here, but is No* 637. In this volume is a 
proclamation or the Dutch prohibiting other nations from trading 
within certain limits of the East Coast. 

The Diary of 1749-50 is warning, 

No. 9 (1751-52) contains first a Diary of the Chief in Council. Then the 
Factory was suspended, a Committee appointed, a Diary of whose 
proceedings is given. The Committee having settled affairs, the 
Factory was re-opened, and its Diary follows. In December, 1751 
the Committee engaged in a fight with a s Moratta ves&el think tag 
it to belong to Tolajee Augria 1 They request the Bombay Govern¬ 
ment to reconcile this unfortunate mistake with the Moratta 
Government, w ho certainly may thank themselves for it '* 

No. 11 is a duplicate of No* 10. *
